‘Mr. Swift, Who Has a Ranch ia that 
Remote Region. in Edmonton for 


Supplies 


Mr. W. Swift, rancher, came in 
from Jasper Pass or Tuesday for sup- 
plies and expects te get away tomor- 
yow on the return trip. 


@NE OF THE PIONEERS. 

Mr. Swift has been one of the pion- 
eers of the West. Coming originally 
from Ohio, he struck Colorado in ’74, 
snd since that time has been living 
en the frontier. About nine years 
ago he came north and went into the 
country near the Pass, intending to 
etoblish a ranch there, confident 
Bhat some day a railway would anni- 
hilete the distance and place him in 
touch wilh the outside world. Iie 
now has a comfort2ble home in that 
far remote region and a considerable 
bend of horses and herd of cattle, be- 
ing the only white rancher in © the 
country. The distance from Edmos- 
@on is about three hundred miles and 
the trip ordinarily occupies from 
gwelve to fourteen days. The pre- 
sent trip required fifteen days from 
the Pass to Lac Site. Anne, the trail 
being in bad condition from the Mc- 
Leod river into town. Beyond the 
McLeod to the Pass very good travei- 
Bing was found. The trip- was made 
with pak hoz:es to Lac Ste. Amne and 
from there be brought only a saddle 
lharse.

The climate at the Pass is if any- 
thing milder than that at Edmonton. 
The chinook winds which are a fea- 
ture of the climate in southern Albor- 
ta are also felt there, and frequently 
take the snow from the ground in 
mid-winter. Last winter the snow 
wes about a foot deep on the level. 

The news that the Canadian Norih- 
ern and the Grand Trunk Pacific were 
pushing work on their lines westward 
to the coast was naturally very grat- 
ifying to Mr. Swift.

The German -surtax seemed to be 
connected in Mr. Fielding’s mind with 
another special tax, which he proceed- 
ed to expiain. This tax is alsc in the 
nature of a -good example, and is in- 
tendea tu teach a lesson to the United 
States The resolution ‘applies to all 
countries that would make a dumping- 
ground of Canada, -out, in’, Practice, it 
bears chiefly on the United States.

The Commissioner of Immigration 
Discusses Alberta’s Growth in 
Winnipeg 


Free Press: “After a trip in the west 
eut short by matters requiring his im- 
mediate return, the commissioner of 
immigration arrived - the = yester- 
day. 

In his week's absence stops were 
made at Brandon, Qu’Appelle, Macleod, 
Claresholm, Calgary, ‘Strathcona, Exd- 
monton and Fort Saskatchewan, giving 
the commiss‘oner an extended view. of 
the crop and other conditions, Mr. 
Smith. found all the crops in ebout the 
same satisfactory growth. as they are 
in Manitoba, fall wheat in Southern 
Alberta Bhowing best of any. East of 
Claresholin it measured 18 inches. The 
district south of Calgary has develop- 
ed with marvellous rapidity. What was 

a treeless prairie two years ago given 
over to ranchers is now. covered with 
new fram? hcuses ind crops fcr at 
kast 18 miles east of the railway. One 
man has 2,000 acres in crop and is op- 
erating a steam plow and other mach- 
inery breaking an additional 4,000 acres. 
Mr. Smith met three different men who 
tad paid for a half section of land out 
of last year’s crop and did not won- 
der the tide of immigratio:a seemed to 
be running more to Southern than to 
northern Alberta during the present 
month. 

All the towna hetwoen Edmonton and 
Macleod show surprising business en- 
terprise and growth. At one point 
where two years ago there was noth- 
ing but a cattle loading platform is 
now a busy little town of 83 houses 
anc Btores by actual count. It is an 
indication of stability that the class 
of ‘hotels is improving and in some 
places are now superior in comfort 
and appointments to hotels in Winni- 
peg. : 

While in the north he met members 
of the councils and boards of trade of 
/ Edmenton and Strathcona concerning 

several inatters but jhe chief enquiry 
seemed to be, ‘‘Where are the 2,000 
British ‘colonists “Who were going by 
the Saskatchewan river rcute to Lioyd- 
minster?” To this -,.the commissioner 
was obliged to say the department had 
mo advice of any such party and pre- 
ferred that settlers should come in par- 
ties much smaller than that. 

Mr. Smith took an opportunity of in- 
vestigating the arrangements for the 
transporting of settlers that way, and 
considers the council and board of 
trade at Edmonton have certainly done 
everything they could to ensure the 
safety and comfort of the passengers, 
who can now make the trip down to 
Fort Pitt in five days by the river. 
The storekeepers at Lioydminster are 
siocking largely from Edmonton which 
May be accepted as*additional evidence 
o the success of thi all-British colony, 
which by the way is now anxious to 
Lave Americans and Canadians amongst 
them as the department advised in the 
irst instance. 

The C. P. R. are putting their best 
coaches at the disposal of the travel- 
ling public and are Tapidly improving 
the roadbed between Macleod and 
Strathcona. Yet the cry throughout the 
whole west is for more railways, com- 
Peting railways, and plenty of outside 
capital to develop and open up the vast 
disiricts yet untouched. Railways they 
want and they want them pretty quick.

Regina, Assa., June 14.—The trial 
of J. H. Wilcox opened here this 
mo:ning before Mr. Justice. Newlcnds.

Johnstone, the crown prosecutor, Re- 
gina, appeared for the crown, and 
Norman Mackenzie, Regina, for the 
accused. 

There was a great array of legal 
talent present in the court room, as 
well as a great crowd of spectators. 

After the selection of a jury, which 
occupied considerable time, a great 
number being objected to, Mr. Howell 
addressed the jury on the great re- 
sponsibility resting on them in a 
maiter so important as that relating 
to the sacredness of the mails.

Homestead Regulations 
Any even numbered séetion of Do- 
minion Lands in Manitoba or the 
Northwest Territories, ‘excepting 8 
and 16, which has not been home- 
steaded, or reserved to previde wood 
lots for settlers, or for other pur- 


any person who is the sole-head of a 
family, or any male over 18 years of 
age to the extent of one quarter sec- 
tion, of 160 acres ,more or less. 


ENTRY.—Entry may be made per- 
the district in which the lant to be 
taken is situate, or, if the home- 
steader desires, he may, on applica- 
tion to the Minister of. the Interior, 
Ottawa, the Commissioner of Immi- 
gration, Winnipeg, or the local agent 
for the district in. which the Jand is 
situate,’ receive authority for some 
one to make entry for him. A fee 
of $10.06 is charged for a homestead 
entry. 

HOMESTEAD DUTIES, ad settler 
who has -been granted an entry for 
‘a homéstead’ is requited “by the pro-. 
‘visions of the Dominion Lands Act 
‘and the amendments thereto, to per- 
form the conditions connected there- 
with, under -one, of the:following 
plans: 

(1) At least six months”’ residence 
upon and cultivation of the land in 
each year during the term of three 
years. 

(2) If the father (or mother, if the 
father is deceased) of any person who 
is eligible to. make a homestead ontry 
under the provisions of this Act, re- 
side upon a farm in the vitinity of 
the, land! entered for by such person 
as @ homestead, the requirements of | 
this Act as to rasidence prior ta ob- 
taining patent, may be satisfied by 
such person residing with the father 
or. mother. 

(3) Tf a settler has obtained a pat- 
ent for his homestead,’ or a certifi- 
eate for the issue of such patent, 
countersigned in the manner pres- 
cribed by this Act, and has “ébtained 
entry for a second homestead, the 
requirements of this Act as to resi- 
dence prior to obtairing patent may 
be satisfied by residence. upon the 
first homestead, if the second home- 
stead is in the vicintiy of the first 
homestead. 

(4) If the settler has his permanent 
residence upon farming land owned 
by him in the vicinity of his home- 
stead, the requirements of this Act 
as to residence may be satisfied by 
residence upon said land. 

Ths term “vicinity used above is’ 
meant to indicate the same township 
or an adjoining or cornering town- 
sbip 

A " settler who avails himself of the 
provisions of Clauses 2, 3, or 4, must 

cultivate 39 acres cf his homestead, 
or substitute 20 head of stock, with 
buildings fet their accommodation, 
and have besides 30 acres substan- 
ferced. 

very homesteader who fails to 
comply with the requirements of the 
uomestead law is liable to have his 
entry cancaliea, and the land may be 
again thrown open for entry. 


Application for patent should be 
made at the end of three years, be- 
fore the local agent, sub-agent, or 
Homestead Inspector. Befere making 
application for patent the settler 
must vive six months’ notice in-writ- 
ing to the Commissioner of Dominion 
Lands, at Ottawa, of his intention 
to do so.
